All are two-year-old field grown plants. They general- 
ly bloom the first year after planting and are very much 
superior to common seedlings usually sold at a cheap price. 
We guarantee them to be true to name and color. 

Complete cultural directions are sent with each order. 
Poppies like a well drained soil but they are not particular 
whether it is clay, sandy limestone or acid. Leaf mold, 
well rotted cow manure and bone meal are the best 
fertilizers for them.

(Plant patent No. 365). The lower half of the flowers is pure white, 


the upper half a flame-orange, creating a 


most unusual and brilliant effect. The orange band of the upper half of the petal varies considerably in width with 
each flower, helping increase the charm of this rare variety. Happily Snowflame is a very strong grower and blooms 
freely. It is not subject to any ailments or insect pests. In fact, it is one of the strongest growing varieties we have. 
The flowers are large and grow on stiff stems. A few clumps of Poppy Snowflame in your garden will create noth- 
ing short of a sensation.
